with  the  question  ot  Pharaoh  to  Jacob— 
How  old  art  thou  ?  But  before  this  ques¬ 
tion,  simple  as  it  was,  could  be  answered, 
Mr.  Evarts  had  a  number  of  further  techni¬ 
cal  episodes  to  finish.  Judge  Porter  re¬ 
peated  th*  question  and  the  struggle  w  ith 
the  strong  witness  began.  Now  a  cross- 
examination  at  least  in  this  instance,  is 
more  a  matter  of-- theatrical  effect  than  any 
thing  else.  There  is  little  or  nothing  in  the 
wav  of  evidence  to  be  elicited  lrom  the

witness,  but  there  is  a  good  deal  that  is  im¬ 
pressive  to  be  elicited  from  the  examiner's 
own  eye-brov^s.  fore  finger,  chest,  voice  and 
other  elements  of  dramatic  expression.!— 
For  all  this.  Judge  Porter  at  once  shows 
htmself  eminently  gifted  and  justifies  the 
choice  that  has  fallen  upon  him. 

The  symmetrical  countenauce  that  beams 
silent  suavity  behind  Mr.  Evarts,  through 
out  the  preceding  stages  of  the  trial,  now 
leathery  pale,  and  gathers  deeper.blai  kneos 
on  its  brow  than  that  of  the  dense,  cb'&e 
moustache  on  its  lip,  standing  out  between 
the  parchment  cheeks  like  an  ink  splash  on 
a  drumhead.  He  c  nlronts^the  wituass 
with  an  exprt »aion  of  stern,  omniscient 
justice  in  his  burning  gaze  and  msjesterial 
pote;  m»  re  awful  than  Rhadamanibus. sum¬ 
moning  a  speechless  caitiff  to  conviction 
and  judgment.  Or  to  use  a  more  familiar 
similitude,  it  la  your  old-lashioned  hard¬ 
shell  schoolmaster,  gripping  a  bad  boy  by 
the  collar  with  one  hand,  and  his  birch 
with  the  other,  while  be  brings  home  his 
guilt  with  two  or  three  crushing  expostu¬ 
lates,  preliminary  to  the  posterior  i.emon- 
st-ation.
